’ STUDY CONDITIONS. 

What one can grow with profit 
another cun only grow at a lo«®, be¬ 
cause of the conditions of the mar¬ 
ket. The first consideration of im¬ 
portance is, to grow such fruits and 
vegetables only as con be grown to 
perfection in your locality. That 
matter settled study your markets, 
and this is a study, as the market¬ 
ing of fruits und vegetables during 
the past 125 years has undergone u 
radical change. The question arises, 
what can be grown to the best ad¬ 
vantage, or with the greatest pro¬ 
fits ? 

The first consideration is. what 
vegetables or fruits will be the most 
productive in the soil and situation 
we have for them ■' At the same 
time whicn will reach the greatest 
degree of perfection ? It is quality 
not quantity that brings the highest 
price, consequently the most remun¬ 
erative. it is an axiom in agricul- 
j ture thut there are certain districts 
in all countries, und some iwrticu- 
; lar farms in each, which are famous 
for the production of a given crop, 
as for hiHtuncj? celery. which in 
some localities hus a richer, nutty 
flavor than in others; In such local¬ 
ities it should ho made a specialty. 
In our locality the lima bean, while 
! fairly good, does not compare In 
richness with those grown on a 
heavy loam, or rich alluvial soil. 
And such is the case with all other 
I fruits atid vegetables Consequently 
j we should grow, for the markets we 
are to supply, such classes and va¬ 
rieties as will give the greatest sat- 
isfaCt ion. 

In regard to those favored localit- 
, les their advantages arise not less 
from the nature and properties of 
the soil being favorable to the pro¬ 
duction of one particular vegetable 
' or fruit, than to the infinitely great¬ 
er care and attention which is paid 
to the growing of the crop. Many 
of our farmers suy the extra quality 
of their productions is lurgely due to 
extra cure given to their cultivu- 
t ion 

After ascertaining what you can 
produce, the next step is to know 
whut the market demands, then 
grow accordingly, In supplying u 
local market a much gt eater variety 
will be required than if growing for 
the markets in the large cities, 
which arc in « great inea.sure sup¬ 
plied by those who grow largely of 
a single variety This is much bet¬ 
ter for the gardener, as he can k< op 
every rod of his soil constantly at 
work doing something, and land 
suffers from idleness as much as 
indi vidua Is 

In all case**, the propel method in 
pursue is to keep the land con¬ 
stantly a woj’k. If is no more ex¬ 
hausting to the hind to raise » crop 
of vegetables than a crop of weed**, 
and nature will not permit idleness 
in the soil ; if It is not employed 
with the useful it will bo with the 
Useless Whenever there is a vacant 
spot cover it with spinach if nothing 
else is wanted, As u fertilizer for 
some otjieg crop It is value I h* if 
it call be sold, and there is always 
a demand for It. it is doubly valu¬ 
able.

It would bo e nu»- 
take to suppose that the feeding of 
one of the last named would cost 
us much i\h the six-gallon cow, be¬ 
cause, as u rule, the better milker a 
cow is die more food will she con¬ 
sume. It is only naturul that a cow 
yielding 6 gullons of milk should re¬ 
quire u much more liberal food ra¬ 
tion than one producing less than 
half that quantity. The difference 
I iri tho cost of feeding the cows in 
i question would not, however, be 
anything like so marked as their 
' relative milk yields would suggest. 

In practice it is found that cows 
producing only gallons to 2 gal¬ 
lons—that is. 6 to 8 quarts— per 
day cost ns much to keep ns those 
yielding double that quantity. It 
i is only when calculations of this 
kind are gone into thut the differ¬ 
ence between good* and bad milkers 
can be properly estimated. At least 
occasional tests should be made of 
the milk which all the cows in a 
herd are producing, and a similar

FEEDING YOUNG TURKEYS 

After the eggs ate all hatched and 
the young turks are taken off and i 
placed in their house and yard, give | 
them their first meal which should he 
stale broad crumbs soaked in milk, I 
and hard-boiled eggs. Boil an egg ! 
five minutes and it will be tough and | 
indigestible, but boil it half an hour 
and it will be easily crumbled. When ! 
four or five days old begin feeding i 
curds, and give all the sour milk j 
they will drink. Chop onion tops j 
ami lettuce and give witK^thc food ! 
until they begin picking young and ! 
tender grass. Twice or three limes 
a week give a little pepper in the 
food. Don't give too much—their 
mouths are not lined with sheet 
iron—but stfhson n*» iL.you Expected j 
to eat it yourself. 

By the third week, begin feeding, 
cooked corn meal. Do not give n 
full meal at first, but add a little 
more each day, until at four or five.

RESULTS OF WINTER WHEAT 
EXPERIMENTS. 

Winter wheat experiments occupied 
one hundred and eighty-eight plots at 
the College, and six hundred and three 
blots throughout Ontario in 1902. On 
the whole, the wheat came through 
the winter well and the yield of both 
grain and straw whs satisfactory. 
The weak strawed varieties were badly 
lodged, and, owing to the wet weather, 
orne of the grain was sprouted before 
it was harvested. The damage done 
by the Hessian fly was very slight, 1 
the plot-4 at the college being prac¬ 
tically free from the ravages of this 
insect in 1902. 

Varieties. Ninety-five varieties of 
winter wheat were grown at the 
College this year. Tne ten varieties 
vising the greatest yield of grain per 
acre, starting with the highost, were 
ns follows: Extra Early Windsor, 
LUwsou’h (Joldon Chaff, Imperial 
Amber, Pedigr.** Genesee Giant, Friz* 
Taker, Economy, New Columbia, 
White O ilden Cros^, Eirly Outario, 
and Johnson. The Extra Early 
Wind-oi v* ry closely resembles tin* 
Dawson's Golden Chaff variety. 
Those winetii* possessing the stiffest 
si raw wero the Daw'jpu’s Golden 
Chaff, Extra Early Windsor, Clawson 
I ..-berry, and Aun rican'Bronze. 

Ex per. men ts have shown that the 
Mpouting of wheat greatly injures it 
for seed purposes as well as for flour 
production.

Fifty-seven varieties wore sprouted 
less and thirty-seven varieties were 
prou’.ed moie than the Dawson’s 
Gulden Chaff. The varieties with¬ 
out beards were sprouted as badly a- 
iho.se with beards, and the haid 
wheats were sproutea slightlv more 
•pvan the softer varieties. The white 
wheats, as a class, however, were 
• protitcd much worse than the red 


was spread out and stirred occasionally 
umil dry enough to sow. 

Quantities of Seed. —From, sowing 
one, one and one-half, and two bushels 
of winter wheat per acre for each of 
six years, average yields of 40 2 
bushels, 43 3 bu hels, and 43 9- bushels 
per acre, respectively were obtained. 
As two varieties of wheat were used 
each year, these averages represent 
twelve distinct tests. 

Methods of sowing.—Winter wheat 
which was sown broadcast by hand 
gave practically the same results as 
that which wa9 drilled * in with a 
machine in tho average results of 
tests made in each of eight year.-.. 
Tne land was in a good state of culti¬ 
vation in ^very instance. 

Date? of Sowing.—Winter wheat 
sown at the College during the last 
week in August or the first week iu 
September yielded better tbiyi that 
sown at a later dato in the average re 
suits of tosis made in each of the past 
eight years. In 1902, the highest 
average yield was obtained from sow¬ 
ing on September 2nd, 1901. 

Preparation of the Land.—In an 
experiment conducted for four years, 
winter wheat grown on land on which 
a crop of field peas was used as a green 
manure, produced an annual average 
of 22.1 per cent, more wheat per acre 
than on land where a crop of buck¬ 
wheat was plowed under. In another 
experiment which was carried on for 
one year, winter wheat grown on laud 
prepared from clover stubble produced 
20.7 per cent, more wheat per acre than 
on land prepared from timothy stubble. 
In a two years’ test with commercial 
fertilizers, an application of 160 
pounds of nitrate of soda per acre in¬ 
creased the yield of wheat 18.8 per 
cent. 

Value of Seed from Wheat out at 
Different stages of Maturity — Foi 
seven years iu succession, five plots of 
each of two varieties of winter wheat 
were sown at the samo time in the 
autumn, and cut at five different dates 
in the following summer—a week 
being allowed between each two dates 
of cutting. Saed from each of the 
seventy cuttings was sown and the 
crop therefrom was harvested when 
ripe. Iu the average results of these 
tests, it is found that the heaviest 
weight of grain per measured bushel 
and the largest yield of both grain and 
straw were produced from seed taken 
from the crop which had become very 
ripe by reraainiug uncut for the long¬ 
est period of time.

Sacred Not* of Japan. 

Although well known to travelers 
and collectors of curiosities, the horn 
nut or “sacred nut," of Japan was al¬ 
most wholly unknown to fruit and nut 
dealers in this country prior to 1888, 
when a New York commission mer¬ 
chant received the first large consign¬ 
ment They are called “sacred nuts” 
because used in certain forms of Jap¬ 
anese worship, where they are placed 
on the altar and Ignited. Being very 
rich in oil, they Iwn with a hot, bluish 
flame and give off a peculiar odor, the 
fumes being supposed to rise as an ac¬ 
ceptable incense to the gods.

THE LEGEND OF GLENORA 

What an Imaginative Vankee Writer 
Thinks of The Lake on 
The Mountain. 


Just where the broad blue St. Law¬ 
rence flows forth from the enoircliog 
shores of Its foster mother, the Bay of 
Quints, a tall forest-clad mountain

SEEDING WINTER WHEAT. 

One of the secret* of eucccsi 
winter wheat culture is tho oc 
preparation of tho soil. Farn 
have loarncd that ground for wh 
should be plowed.a* soon a* 
previous crop has been removed, i 
allowed to become compact bel 
seeding time in September and of 
October. It will not do, of coui 
to plow tho ground and give It. 
further attention. It must bo J 
rowed or disked often enough 
keep down weeds and to 
upper layers pulverized, forming 
dust mulch which prevents the 
capo of valuable noil inoisti 
Where tho ground is full of w 
seed, this is a most excellent 
thod of getting rid of those pei 
The present ^season's weed crop 
prevented from seeding and the >

for his outlay in a sure and given 
amount of milk; that un¬ 
der any and every con¬ 
dition whenever our dairyman 
at his own convenience places before 
her the proper food, the amiable and 
long suffering cow will at once be 
compelled by reason of her internal 
organism to commence the manufac¬ 
ture of milk which the dairyman 
may, without let or hindrance on 
her part, take from her at the close 
of the process. 

On the contrury, the cow has an 
extremely sensitive organism, which 
demands the same thoughtful care in 
providing for her comfort that we 
give our human kind; food of the 
right kind, ut the right time. and 
in the cxuct amount she can best 
lake care of; light, fresh uir, free¬ 
dom, temperature carWully regulat- ] 
ted; comfort of body and peace of 
mind. 

This statement may sound to many ( 
extreme, but it is supported by nbtin- [ 
dant testimony, und failure to recog¬ 
nize its truth • on the part of so 
many dairymen (not /II by any 1 
means) is costing the owners of! 
neatly twenty million cows in the j 
United States, many millions of 
dollars each year. It is certainly a 
subject worthy the serious attention 
and study of every thoughtful, pro¬ 
gressive dairyman, und one which 
will repuy in dollars und cents 

T1IE TIME THUS EXPENDED 

The cow is no more n machine 
than is the human mother Site is. 

If properly treated, a gentle? sensi¬ 
tive creature, governed by the same 
laws of love and fbur that obtain 
among human mothers. Note with 
what nlTection and pleasure she gives 
down her milk to her calf, and will 
continue so to do for a kind master, 
but in anger or flight, fa coU.

her milk damaged (often to the 
point of rendering it poison to i he 
young infant) lint the quantity of it 
is as certainly and promptly re¬ 
duced 

The cow is not a machine She re- , 
pays all manner of cure for her crea¬ 
ture comfort with an increased flow 
of milk; and even more than this 
she* responds in the same generous 
way to words of endearment nnd 
petting. It is common knowledge 
that many a herdsman and milker 
has by his gentle and genuine love 
for his cows so completely won their 
u fleet Ion that no one el>e has ever 
been known to get the same amount 
of milk that he can.

Host Wonderful Crop in the History 
of the World. 


A Winnipeg despatch says: The 
first car of new wheat has arrived in 
Winnipeg, and was purchased by the 
(Ogilvie Mills Company. This is tho 
forerunner of what will be the heavi¬ 
est crop movement in the history of 
Canada? and this first arrival wus 
naturally n matter of interest to ail 
the local grain men. The new ar¬ 
rival. after being officially inspected 
by drain Inspector Horn, was pro¬ 
nounced to, be No. 1 hard, Mauito- 
ba s finest. The honor of shipping 
this to market and having it official¬ 
ly inspected, falls this year to the 
village of I’lum Coulee. 

The deliveries of new wheat this 
fall are twelve days later than last 
season, when from August IP to the 
end of the month 52 cars of new 
wheat were received and inspected 
here. 

an Enormous yield. 

Some idea of the enormous yield 
of wheat and the other grains pro¬ 
duced in Manitoba and the North¬ 
west Territories this year may be 
,gathered from the fact that during 
the crop year from September 1, 
1001, to August 31, 1002, the total 
amount of grain inspected by Grain 
Inspector Horn aggregated 49,037,- 
210 bushels, an increase over the 
previous crop year of 36,075.260 
bushels. while, us compared with 
grain inspected during the erbp year 
1800 to 1000, the year just ended 
shows an increase of 20.734,890 
bushels. To haul this record yield 
to market 57,500 cars were inspect¬ 
ed against 15,405 the previous year, 
and 33.663 during the year from 
September, 1809, to August. 1000 . 

While last year’s crop was largely 
in excess of all previous years, the 


'quality of grain produced does not 
compare favorably with the '99 
yield. This is accounted for by the 
fact that the heavy rains, coming 
just after cutting had been com¬ 
pleted, materially reduced the grade. 
While of the 1899 crop there * was 
a total of 23,288 cars of No. 1 hard 
inspected. 

Last year's total reached little 
more than one-third that amount, 
being only 8,282 cars. Owing to 
damp conditions a large proportion 
of the wheat which would otherwise 
have been graded No. 1 hard was re- 
' duced to lower grades. 

• A SUBSTANTIAL INCOME. 

A yjrell-known grain merchant 
places the total grain crop of Mani¬ 
toba and the Northwest Territories 
at 100,000,000 bushels. This, he 
said, meant a substantial income for 
the 400,000 inhabitants of the west¬ 
ern country. If the average price 
for gruin were estimated at 50 cents 
per bushel, that would be conserva-

In the earlier history of France the 
barbarous practico of dueling was 
quite common. and it was pursued 
with a ferocity which makes the 
modern French duel seem like a far¬ 
cical sport. But during a period of 
seventy-five years a public sentiment 
has been created which would con¬ 
demn a challenger ns c fool or sav¬ 
age and accept the refusal of^ chal¬ 
lenge ns a matter of course. ,,A test 
is now being made to see if some 
such .h. nge is not possible in Eu¬ 
rope. and Trincc Alfonso de Bourbon 
ct Aut riche-Este, the organizer of the 
Anti-Dueling League, tolls a very in¬ 
teresting story of the origin of the 
movement and its progress in the 
North American Beview. 

It appears that he had always ab¬ 
horred the duel, but that he was first 
inspired to become an active reform¬ 
er by an aggravated case of dueling 
honor in the Austrian army. The 
Marquis Antoine Tacoli, a lieutenant 
of Hussars, had been insulted by an¬ 
other officbr because he had spoken 
in defence of a third person. and

EVIL EFFECTS OF SMOKING. 

Chauncey M. Depew Tells Why He 
Stopped the Habit.

I 
smoked only a few moments and 
then took it out of my mouth and 
looked at it. I said to it : My 
friend and bosom companion, you 
have always been dearer to me far 
' than gold. To you I have ever been 
devoted, yet you are the cause of 
; all my ills. You have played me 
! false. The time has come that we 
must part.’ I gazed sadly and long¬ 
ingly ut the cigar. then threw it 
into the street. I had been con- 
I vinced that tobacco was ruining me. 

"For three months thereafter I 
! underwent t he most awful agony. I 
never expect to suffer more in this 
world or thc # next. I didn’t go to 
any physician or endeavor in any 
! way to palliate my sufferings. Pos¬ 
sibly a physician might have given 
mo something to soften the tortures. 
Neither did I break my vow. I hud 
made up my mind that I must for-* 
lever abandon tobacco or 1 would bo 
ruined by it.

FAT CHICKEN TRADE. 


Stations Established in the Mari¬ 
time Provinces. 

A despatch from Ottawa says :— 
F. C. llore, of the Department of 
Agriculture, has returned from the 
Muritime Provinces, where he has 
established six stations for fatten¬ 
ing chickens on Prince Edward Is^ 
laud. There will also be one in 
Cape Breton, one in Nova Scoti^ 
ami one in Now Brunswick. Opera¬ 
tions will be commenced about the 
10th of September, each station toe¬ 
ing provided with crates for fatten¬ 
ing from 500 to 1,000 chickens. 
Three lots of chickens will bo fatten¬ 
ed, four weeks being allowed to el¬ 
apse between each lot. It is expected 
that 15,000 chickens will be fattened 
this year, or more, if suitable birds 
can be obtained. They will be ex¬ 
ported from Charlottetown on tho 
steamship Manchester Commerce and 
disposed of at Manchester. Tho six 
stations to be established on 
Prince Edward island will buy every 
suitable chicken .which is produced 
there, and as a record of tho cost 
of feed und transportation will bo 
kept by the fattoners, it is hoped 
thut this illustration of export trade 
will eventually lead to largo firms 
handling the Maritime chicken ex¬ 
port business. At the present time 
the hulk of tho chickens in the 
Maritime Provinces are being con¬ 
sumed on tho Sydney, Cape Breton, 
market. 


GREECE CURRANT CROP. 

Has Been Much Damaged by 
Violent Storms. 

The spcciul correspondent of tho 
London Times ut Corinth says that 
according to officiul reports of tho 
Greek Government, violent thunder¬ 
storms, accompanied by heavy ruins, 
amounting in some places to inunda¬ 
tions, Imvo inflicted considerable 
damage to the currant crop, espe¬ 
cially in tho \icinity of Aegiuin, 
Olympia, and Pyrgos, and in tho 
district of Elis. The district in 
which Corinth is situated practically 
escaped.
